issued. Green died November 31, after
having paid due, but without having re-
ceived possession of the polioy.
Sinee her death, it is declared, officers
of the association have refused Lo pay
the installments dus under the alleged
contract and are said to have offered
to turn to Mrs. Green the dues received
by them from her husband.
